I fancy, your Lordſhip has the ſame Notions of Parliaments, that a late wild ex- 
travagant Author has publiſh'd in his Tory-Plot, That they have an abſclute Dominien over 
the Lives, Liberties, and Eftates, of all the Subjcs3 wid. page 16, But with what 
Face then can ſuch Wretches talk of his Majeſiy's aſſuming an Arbitrary Power, when 
all the while they endeavour to. make their petty Kings in Repreſentative more abſolute 
than the Terk himſelf? And can't the miſerable Change that they made at Athens, ter- 
rifie theſe prepoſterous Aſſertors of Liberty, and ſatishe them of the Felicity of the Sub- 
ze, even under a tyrannizing Prince, in- reſpect of the Miferies they ſuffer'd under a 
Common-wealth of Tyrants #' This, I confeſs, is a Power of Parliaments, that would 
give them an unqueſtionable Righe for the altering Succeſſion, when it impowers them 
to deprive the right Heir of his Life too, as well as of his Dominion. But 1 would have 
ſuch anextravagant Fellow tell me, What ſort of Government he ſtands up for? and 
what Notion the filly Wretch has of Juſtice and Equity ? Docs not this giddy Libertine 
at the ſame time draw vp a Scheam for Tyranny: and Oppreſſion, when he would be 

t to ſtand up for. the Liberties and . Freedom of the SubjeR, and like a crack'd- , 
brain'd Polititian, run counter to his own Maxims ? This Gentleman firſt preaches up 
his abſolute Dominion in King, Lords, and Commons, and then what Security have we, 
that his gifted Brethren won't come and found it again in Grace, and fo place it only in 

,their ſanRified Brothers of the Lower Houſe ? And then no wonder if Clubs turns up 
Tramp again, when they are let alone toſhuffle the Cards. We'l grant this politick Als 
his Parfament ſo far omnipotent, as able to make any Statxte, but then they muſt be 
conſonant to the Laws of Nature and Reaſon : Our Saviour among 3ll his Precepts ne- 
ver contradicted thoſe, and ſure his Commiſſion was a little larger than that of the Par- 
liament's they adore. Muſt their Laws determine what is juſt and <quitable ? or rather 
ought not Juſtice and Equity be the Standard of their Laws? There is a great deal of 
difference ſure between Legality and Fuſtice, the Power of making Laws, and the Reaſon 
of them : But it is always obſervable, that every politick Body, when it endeavours to 
ſwell it ſelf intoan arbitrary Sway, will be ſure to confound them. Thus thoſe Vil- 
lains, conceited of their own treaſonable Principles, juſtitied the Murder of our late So- 
veraign, only becauſe they paſs*'d an A4& for his Tryal, and made their own Orders a 
of him according to Law. Thus Strefford might be ſaid to be legally executed, 
cauſe they then made accumulated Treaſon, death by a Law ; and now another would 
illegally die for the ſame Crimes, becauſe they paſs'd another to make his Caſe no Prefi- 
dent. But would a Twrk or Mabometan take this for Juſtice ? And with the ſame falſc 
Notions, our preſent States-men juſtifie the _—_— of the Bill of Excluſion, only be- 
cauſe when their Parliament has enacted it, it will be really Law. But would an Hea- 
then take this for a piece of Equity ? And theſe ſame Bigots, for 2 Parliamentary Power, 
upon theſe Principles, are forc'd to grant them a Right of puniſhing Offendors, by Sta- 
tutes enaQted after their Offence, and to make them ſuffer by thoſe Laws they could 
never tranſgreſs, when even the Judge of all the Earth has made it no Tranſgreſſion, where 
there is =o Low. 
It isa pretty ſort of State-Paradox, my Lord, to fay a Parliament can do no wrong : 


The only Argument they uſe for ſuch a ſirange Poſition is, that there is ſomewhat of 


improbability, ſo and wiſe a Body ſhould cna@& any thing contrary to Reaſon cr 
Equity. But, bad, pe 7 fince we know theſe great Bodies to be but humane, why may 


they not ſometimes verifie the Latin Aphoriſm, and err too? Or why ſhould not a nu- 
merous Aſſermbly be as fallible as his ſingle Holineſs ? Since we have known wy

Subjects rain'd with an Act of Parliament, whygdhould we alway think it to'do right? 
and fince we have fecn ſuch a mighty Senate tranſported, like one man, with Fears, 
Fealouſics, Animoſities, and Diſcontent, and that to the very ruin of three Kingdoms , 
why ſhould we think the Nation fecur'd, of being ſav'd by their deliberate Councils, 
and ſober Dcbatew? And theſe Reaſons I offer, with a greater veneration for that Body, 
than thoſe fawning Sycophants, that would be thought to revere it more, and who 
with a ſort of blind Obedience, think them ixfallible too, and ſtretch'd the Power of their 
Governours, even to the unhinging of the Government it ſelf. 

In the next place, my Lord, you fancy the Militia, as you call them, of Abborrers, 
and Addreſſors, will put a trick upon you, one of theſe days, and tell you, that by Re- 
ligion, efiabliſh'd by Law, they meant Popery, as eftabliſh's by Magna Charts; a 
conceit indeed : But why may not we fancy too, when you ſet up fo plauſibly for the 
Government, that you mean nothing elſe, but that of Oliver Cromwel, and that your bawl- 
ings which are always the Joudeſt, about Religion, is only for the Catechiſms of your 
old Aſſemblies, and the re-eſtabliſhing of a DireGory ? I can aſſure your Lordſhip, your 
Friends, the Proteltant Diſſenters, have put this trick upon us once already, and ſo we 
have more reaſon to fear ſuch another Cheat, than you that were never ſerv'd fo, and 
are too cunning to be circumvented. But why does this Malitia of Abhorrers ſhiver 
you now into fuch a panick fear, when but in the preceding Page, you ſwagger at 
them as z parcel of. inconliderate Fellows, twelve or a Bakers dozen in a County I 
am afraid, you fancy too, with your Friend, in his Tory Plot, that theſe Addreſſors only 
- make his Majeſty fearful of Parliamems, and *fo you will be never like to have one; 
whereas, any rational body, would rather think the quite contrary. And that theſe 
Aſſurances of their Fidelity, and Reſolutions to protect him. againſt all his Enemies;
